Mrs. Flowers, a sister-in-law of the 
deceased, who lives at Mahan’s, was 
notified of 
his death yesterday and 
a telegram was sent to his wife, Mrs.

Coroner Straughn was notified of 
the death and held an

Motorman Clark testified as to the 
accident and said he did all in his 
power to avert the catastrophe. His 
j testimony was corroborated by Albe 
Kirkwood, who was standing on the 
front platform when the accident oc­ 
curred.

prick press at that works. He came 
there in the early part of January 
and worked for about two weeks and 
then went to Friendly. W. Va., where 
he was united in marriage to Miss 
May Barnett. He returned to Walk­ 
er’s about five weeks ago and on last 
Saturday night came to this city for 
the purpose of buying furniture 'and 
mending for his wife, as he already 
had a house rented. He became intox­ 
icated while here and got on a street 
car about IO o’clock, but was put off 
at Sixteenth street. 
Later he board­ 
ed the car of Frank Fowler, who was 
in charge of the car just ahead of 
f,lark. 
He got off at Walker’s, and 
^hen Motorman Allison, on an east 
hound car, came up he discovered him 
lying across the 
track and a man 
standing near him. 
The motorman 
asked the man standing by what was 
vhe matter, and received the answer, 
’’Can’t you see for yourself?** Allison 
pot off and took him off the 
track 
and he went down 
over 
the hill. 
When Clark struck him he was lying 
across the track with Ms head in the 
ditch and his body inside the 
rails. 
After he was taken to W ellsville Dr. 
Hutchinson was called, but he only 
lived about five minutes after the phy- 
ibian arrived. He had

breast hone and hip hones crushed, 
*nd his death was due to the injuries 
*o his spinal cord.

Much depends 011 the outcome of a con­ 
ference which is to be held in New York 
between the two contractors and G en­ 
eral Roe aud Sheriff Malloy. 
General Roe announced that, as lie 
had mvived a formal w ritten dem and 
fr<>m Sheriff Moiloy, he hiuj decided to 
order out early today the Fourth sepa­ 
rate com]winy, of Yonkers; the Eleventh 
aqwrare company, of M ount Vernon; 
Squadron A, of New York, and Troop 
C, of Brooklyn. 
The strikers are all well arm ed with 
gnus aud p isto ls, and in this regard 
they have a detailed advantage over the 
►herifl’s deputies, who have only long 
rnght sticks and 32-caliber revolvers.
